Some of you may have already seen this message (below) posted on 
Nextdoor and also FB. The City is looking for input on a proposal 
(motion by Councilmember Huizar) to allow sidewalk vending 
(currently prohibited). A Westside Community Meeting on this topic 
will take place on Tues. 8/11, 6pm (location below). Note: the 
Council Economic Development Committee has already approved an 
analyst's report which supported further work on how to regulate 
sidewalk vending and several Councilmembers have expressed 
support already, as has a large number of activitists/proponents of 
the issue (as far as I can tell they have been very influential in certain 
areas of the City). It is my sense that sidewalk vending (possibly 
everywhere throughout the City, including sidewalks here in the 
Palisades) may be comng to LA. 

If anyone plans to attend this meeting on Tues. -- and I hope some 
of you do (I cannot) -- please give us feedback on what occurred, 
what was said, etc. 

There has been limited discussion about this in WRAC and other 
venues/meetings that I've attended. Looking at the relevant Council 
File, I see that opinions of various NCs Citywide are mixed (several 
more Eastside-located NCs are in favor; others have expressed 
concern or haven't weighed in yet). 

We (PPCC) may (emphasis on "may") discuss this matter (time 
allowing) at our next meeting. Possible questions to consider: What 
does the community think about this issue? Do we want no 
restrictions on sidewalk vending everywhere in our commercial 
districts? Or should there be the restrictions placed on this activity, 
and if so what? How about in residential neighborhoods or in close 
proximity to parks, schools, etc.? Are there concerns about trash, 
noise, odors, density, etc.? What about impacts on our existing local 
businesses (brick & morter stores and restaurants, etc.)? What does 
the Chamber or BID think? Would this be contrary to our Specific 
Plan or Community Plan? Will vendors' carts end up somehow 
becoming a homeless magnet? Are they likely to come here in the 
first place? Should the City try this out as a pilot program only, or 
should it be restricted only to certain Special Districts or areas where 
sidewalk vending is desired? What is our Councilmember Bonin's 
position (not known at this point)?
